FIGHTING TO TAKE CARE OF OUR VETERANS

Lead sponsor of a groundbreaking national consumer protection law that protects
consumers from dishonest lenders who charge outrageous points and fees on mortgage loans
causing working families to lose equity in their homes. Since Congressman Miller helped pass
North Carolina's similar landmark anti-predatory lending law, our state has seen a dramatic
reduction in abusive lending.

Supported GI Bill of Rights that provides
accessible/affordable healthcare for veterans plus bonus
combat pay. It reduces waiting time on disability claims,
improves pay for senior enlisted personnel and warrant
officers while enhancing job training and education oppor-
tunities. Instead of tending to the needs of those who
defend our freedom and put themselves in harm’s way,
House leaders are spending time on diversionary tactics.

FIGHTING FOR HEALTHCARE
AND LOWER DRUG PRICES

o Co-sponsored legislation to provide a prescription drug benefit
under Medicare, Voted against the Medicare bill which was a
great deal for insurance and drug companies but a bad deal for
everyone else. The bill actually prevents the Department of
Health and Human Services {from negotiating for lower drug
prices and gives away the buying power that more than
40 million Medicare beneficiaries should have.

Security reform. AND COMMUNITY COLLEGES

Worked to protect federal funding for community colleges, so laid off workers have access to job
retraining programs and can find jobs without leaving their community. Congressman Miller co-
founded the Community College Caucus to keep the focus on re-training the tens of thousands of
North Carolina workers hurt by textile factory, apparel, furniture and tobacco layoffs.
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
